Gener:! Gunn Tells of Conditions in} Land Selling at £600 An Acre In 


Upper Egypt 

“In spite of the clouds of political 
tinrest, which happily appear to be 
dissolving under the sagacity and ob- 
vious honesty of the Milner commis- 
sioh, material prosperity in Egypt 
still booms extraordinarily. » The high 
price of Egyptian cotton, which is 
now about “eight times that of.a 
fair pre-war’“verage, is naturally the 
main eause-ofthis prosperity, as cot- 
ton is Egypt’s principal produce. Land 
values are rising daily, and one hears 
of prices being paid which sound fan- 
tastic to the conservative agricultur- 
ist. While £200 and £300 an acre 
for average good land in the Delta 
seems reasonable, it appears to be 
hard to believe the report of land 
selling at £600 - an acre in upper 
Egypt. 

Yet the extraordinary wealth of 
such land’ is. obvious when it is re- 
collected that it should produce from 
five to six cantars of cotton an acre 
on, half the areca annually, which at 
present-day, prices *would represent a 
gross revenue of some £70 an acre. 
While the maize,:clover and wheat or 
beans ‘that Gould also be; grown in 
that same year would be worth-about 
£20. As the expenses of production, 
including the land tax, would not ex- 
ceed £15, the acre would give a nét 
revenue of some £75 per annuny, «a 
revenue which fully justifies high cap-. 
ital values. As Egypt.is essentially 
an agricultural country, it is only nat- 
ural that priccs in gencral should be 
soaring until living has become aston- 
ishingly expensive, the present cost 
being about 300 per cent over that of 
pre-war days. ‘

It was with such audacity and re- 
sourcefulness as this that Col. Boyle 
acted, over and over again extricating 
himself and others from tight, cor 
ners and turning the tables on those 
who sought his undoing. Col. Boyle 
was asked by the King of Roumania 
to rescue the Russian royal family, 
overcame all obstacles, ahd “nothing 
but the unwillingness of the ill-fated 
royalties to venture from their 
prison-palace in the Crimea stood in 
the way of their freedom.” No doubt 
some day the complete story of Col. 
Boyle’s/adventures will be published,

Berlin.—After holding the reine of 
power for less than five days, Dr. 
Wolfgang Kapp, self-appointed chan- 
cellor and dictator, has retired from 
office and control, He resigned, and 

explained 


an official communication 
that the chancellor considered hie 
mission fulfilled. when the old goy- 


ernment decided to meet the most ¢s- 


sential demands addressed to it. 

He was also moved to this action 
by the extreme necessity of the Fa- 
therland, which’ demanded union 
against the dangers of Bolshevism. 

The real circumstances of Kapp’s 
retirement are still shrouded in mys® 
tery. An’important factor undowBted- 
ly is found in the deliberations of the 
under secretaries and the imperial 
council, which Major-General vou 
Luettwitz attended. The views of 
this conference were that both Kapp 
and von Leuttwitz withdrew in order 
to termifiate an intolerable position, 

Von Luettwitz agreed to this, but 
when he returned to the chancellor 
he allowed himself to be persuaded to 
change his mind and retain office. To 
him has been delegated the executive 
power by the former revolutionary 
chancellor, and it is difficult to say 
what will, happen now that Von Cuett- 
witz remains military dictator of Ber- 
lin. 

Although the - general strike dealt 
this government a mortal blow, the 
decisive fact is that Kapp and his 
supporters had no political prestige, 
their government being built only on 
machine guns. P 

The statements made at these ‘con- 
ferences gave a strange impression, 
and caused a suspicion. that the ery 
of alarm about the Bolshevists was 
preliminary to the announcement of 
retreat.
